Where's the idea coming from? 

Really its all my imagination and expression of my 
feelings, thoughts and experiences. 

Why do you decide to play songs on your own? 

A band I was in when I was 1 8 years old broke up 
and I never really turned to other musicians to 
write music after that. I decided to keep making 
music and I got really into looping things and making 
songs myself. Although lately I have been ready to 



add some musicians to this project. Either way I'll 
always play solo sometimes. 

Is there any problem when composing the 
songs on your own? Please tell us the story. 

Sometimes I think other people could really 
speed up the process of writing. But I like taking 
my time and sometimes doing stuff on the spot 
in a live performance that I wouldn't be able to 
do if playing with other people. 

What do you call your music? Is there any 
specific name or genre? 

I like to just let it be what it is. I don't really want 
to put a stamp on it cause I want to always be 
changing and evolving. 

What is "noise" in your viewpoint? 

I think noise can be beautiful too. If I had to say. 
Something that triggers you to feel something. . .

Cheap and Practical

netlabels make their releases free. By keeping that 
concept, they gather the supports from the 
music scenes, further more, the artists. 

Donation 

Because of netlabel does not have a team 
as big as the major, it can open the 
donation's link to keep it alive and moving 
on. Even it is not a good deal in the 
marketing theory, donation opens the 
doors and keep the business running. So, 
if your band releases the album via netlabel, 
don't forget to make any donation to the 
label so the label will exist longer. 

Merchandising 

Although major labels dominate the market, 
it is still the finest way to gather the money. 
Netlabel is a private account of some geek who 
will belong to any music genre(s). Donation is not 
the only way to gather money for development 
program. Making or distributing merchandises of the 
band that has been released any album netlabel's would 
be more effective. 

Creative Commons 

This is the breakthru movement of internet superstition! 
The free license for every work. By using CC license, the 
internet users will be more responsible to what they 
downloads. The awareness of copyright is growing on CC 
license which also called "copyleft."
